We call the attention of our reusin'es 
the report of the. probeedings of the Board 
of Education. | "They will. not gather from 
it a very favorable impression of the care

This 
is most unfortunate, because it shows the 
sense as well as the merality of the people 
of the State to be at a low epb, Virginia 
has much to gain by decent honesty; she 
has nothing to gain by repudiation; and 
what little progress she has made since the 
war will be lost’ by her present policy. 


WHAT THE: RESULT PROVES. 


. MreA: By Cornety has been elected Gov- 


ernor of the State by a plurality which will 
not fall short of the figures given in yester- 
day’s Times, very near 40,000 votes.. The 
rest of the State ticket, with the exception 
of Mr. Sou.E, may possibly be elected by a 
plurality of from 3,000 to 4,000 votes. 
Probably. nothing short of the official count 
will determine whether any or all of the Re- 
publican candidates for minor State offices 
are elected, but, whether defeated or vic- 
torious, the plurality for or against the resi- 
due of the ticket is certain to be small. It 
does not require the actual count to discern 
the significance of such a result. 

Here are the obvious facts: The Demo- 
crats had two candidates for Governor; the 
Republicans, one. ©The .“‘ bolting” Demo- 
eratic cindidate obtained a vote of. at least 
65,000 throughout the. State, or 25,000 
more..than., the majority of, the 
regular Republican. orm the regular Demo- 
eratic candidate. other words, if’ the 
vote on Governor be kaa to be a test of Re- 
publican. and Democratic strength in this 
State, the Republican Party has been 
shown to be in a minority of 25,000 
votes. On the other hand, if the vote on 
Lieutenant-Governor, on which both Demo- 
cratic factions were united, be taken as a 
test of party strength, the Republicans 
would,seem to havea small majority in'the 
State, or at the worst to have a very small 
majority against them. We hold that such 
a result points irresistibly to the conclu- 
sion that with strong nominations and good 
management the Republican Party of New- 
York would have elected their entire State 
ticket by a decided majority. 

The question naturally arises, why has 
the wave of Republican triumph, which 
swept over Ohio and’ Pennsylvania, which 
inundated New-Jersey and submerged Con- 
necticut, merely eddied around New-York ? 
The question is not one which can either be 
evaded or smothered amid the din of party 
jubilation. It concerns not only the 
political and niaterial interests of the State 
of ‘New-York that it should be answered 
fully, frankly, and, publicly, but it vitally 
concerns the political and material future of 
the United States. For the present, it is 


enough to emphasize these simple facts :. 


The Republican cause never was stronger ; 


its candidates in this State never were 


weaker ; the external influences in favor of 


‘party unity never were stronger; the 


internal management of the party 
was never better calculated to _ pro- 
voke discord, It was not alone the 
personal unpopularity of Mr. CorNeut nor 
the defiance of the better sentiment of the 
party involved in his nomination which 
rendered the ticketa weak one.

him sundry offices and emoluments. They 
threw conviction to the winds and trampled 
upon principles, for the sake of a share in 
the spoils of a victory which they thought 
he might win. This recklessness has its ap- 
propriate reward. No conscientious Repub- 
lican can wish to see the opposition prosti- 
tuted as it-has been.in Massachusetts, It. 
is for the good of the country that there 
should be two parties, representing’ diverse 
principles that may commend themselves 
equally to honorable: men with different 
views as to public policy. It is in the 
conflict of ‘such parties that extreme tén- 
dencies are-corrected, liability to an abuse 
of power counteracted, and the:proper bal- 
ance maintained, On both sides there 
should be genuine, conviction, honest; pur- 
and: reputable methods, worthy, of 
men who have intelligent. differences 
of opinion. It.is deplorable to ‘seé how 
small a proportion of the Democratic Party 
in one of the most intelligent and: orderly 
of American Commonwealths, was steadfast 
to its principles and. traditions, under the 
temptation to seek suecess by turning their 
backs on them at the beck of a demagogue, 
But it is wholesome and gratifying to con- 
template the discomfiture of the faithless. 
The lesson has its. application ‘in ‘another 
direction. Republicans of the stamp of 
Stumons and User, putting personal re- 
sentment above party fidelity, where the lat- 
ter still meant, by their own acknowledg- 


cies that ought to prevail. in the nation, - 
thought to hold their position in the ranks 
of the national organization and still go off 
under the banner of the seheming doma- 
gogue to effect their private and local ends. 
They presumed upon, their popularity and 
skill as leaders and managers to carry with 
them men more honest than themselves. 
They failed ignominiously, and only proved 
that their strength as politicians depended 
on their faithfalness to ‘conviction’ and to 
the’higher aims of their party and was para- 
lyzed when they attempted to use it reck- 
lessly for their personal ends. The rebuke 
was merited, and the lesson which it carries 
should be enforced by making the ruin of 
their political hopes complete and ‘final. 
Henceforth, such men deserve nothing at 
the hands of the Republican Party.

It is rumored that the Texas Pacific Rail- 
road has offered the Presidency of the com- 
pany, together with a very large salary, to 
Gen. Grant. In the-interest of the stock- 
holderg of the road it is the duty of the 
press to protest earnestly against this inde-

There is nothing better established, ex- 
cept, perhaps, one or two geometrical axi- 
oms, than that it is the duty of Americans 
to: follow with the utmost. carefulness the 
example of the Fathers. of the Republic. 
Those noble men founded the Republic, and 
their example ought forever to confound 
those of their descendants who undertake 
to have views of their own. What the 
Fathers did we should do, and what the 
Fathers left undone we should refuse to 
touch. GzokcEt WasHINGTON was elected 
President only twice, and therefore we have 
no right, in any conceivable circumstances, 
to elect a man to the Presidency who has 
-already held that office for. two terms. 
Gores WasHINGTON; after his retirement 
from public life, steadily abstained from 
‘accepting the Presidency of a railroad com~- 
pany, and therefore it would be wrong for 
the Texas Pacific Railroad Company to 
make ‘ex-President Grant its President.

There ought 
not to be the least difficulty in selecting a 
President, so long as obscurity and notori- 
ous unfitness are the only necessary qualifi- 
cations. It is nothing short of madness for 
the Texas Pacific people to select for their 
President the man who of all others is the 
most fit for the office. It is combined mad- 
ness and treason to free institutions for 
ythem to disregard the example of WasHING- 
TON by selecting a man who has already 
been President of the United States. Has 
it come to this, that the weak and incapable 
men of the country are to be passed over, in 
order that a strong and able man shall man- 
age the Texas Pacific Railroad Company? 


Under a single head, if it may be hoped that 
Italy niay assert her position among European na- 
tions, & want of homogeneity between her Northern 
and Southern Provinces is as marked to-day as before 
GABIBALDI wrested Sicily from King Bomsa.. If 
crime in Piedmont and Lombardy is decreasing, in 
Naples and the Sleilies, if it does not increase, to say 
the best of it, it is hardly stationary. For the last 
few years, in Northern Italy, with a vopulation of 
say 8,400,000, the total number of condemnations 
has been close to 30,000. Now, Naples, with 7,180,- 
000 inhabitants, shows «criminal list of over 65,- 
000. ‘To understand this better, in the North there 
was less than one-criminal in.280 of the people, 
and in the South one in. 112. . Crimes in Rome and 
the Provinceof Letiom, with a ‘of 37500; « 
000, sent, frem 1871 to 1876, 1,419 persdus to fife 
galleys, while Piedmont, with 300,000 more people, 
during the same. period had 376 eriminals punished 
‘with thegalleys. Rome.has, thén, four times as many 
criminals of the very worst ¢lass, in proportion'to her 
population, as Piedmont. “As to politival disturtance 
arising. in the lower ciasses, like Socialism, those 
who have studied Italy declare such a thing as being 
highly improbable, for the reason ‘that mutual 
suspleion never existed-so universally among ‘the 
people of any other race or clime,” Combinations of 
men in such a case become difficult and improbable. 
There is one tax in ltaly, the maciato ‘or grist tax, 
which must grind down the rural poor. The amount 
reesived from this tax on life produces some 82, 500.- 
000 franes, and itis entirely absorbed, with about 
as much more money, by the Army; An army is de- 
clared by patriotic Italians to be the only sehool of 
unification through which the people can pass. 
Fortifications are run ap sround interior towns, 
and as Paris has her defenses, so has Rome. 
If Mr. Avausrus Trou.ope is rightly informed, 
when visiting these forts around Rome a year ago, 
“Gen. GRANT, as 4 military man, expressed himself 
astonished at the wasteful absurdity of these. still 
unfinished but still progressing forts.”
